The Governor’s Advisory Council for Exceptional Citizens (GACEC) has reviewed Senate Bill
No. 50, which will codify the Advisory Council on Walkability and Pedestrian Awareness. This
Council has existed by Executive Order since 2006. The GACEC endorses the proposed
legislation; however, we would like to make two suggestions.

First, we would ask that a representative of the Delaware Architectural Accessibility Board be
added to the Council.

Second, the GACEC notes that three individuals with disabilities are also to be a part of the
make-up of this Council. This is admirable; however we would ask that the individuals with
disabilities who are appointed to the Council represent the spectrum of individuals with
disabilities in Delaware and not just individuals with physical disabilities. Individuals with visual
impairments, hearing impairments and intellectual disabilities may also be impacted by the work
of this advisory group.
